(List  of  Pests  Recorded  During  the  Period  July  1,  1938,  to  June  30,  1939,  Inclu- 
sive, as  Intercepted  in,  on,  or  with  Plants  and  Plant  Products  Entering  United 
States  Territory.) 

INTRODUCTION 

The  period  covered  by  this  report  is  the  twenty-sixth  year  for  which  lists  of 
interceptions  have  been  issued.  The  detailed  table  showing  pest  interceptions 
from  various  countries  is  limited  to  species  of  particular  interest  or  importance. 
Brief  summaries  indicate  some  of  the  commoner  species  noted  during  the  course 
of  inspection.  Following  the  introduction  are  notes  calling  attention  to  some  of 
the  more  interesting  findings. 

The  records  summarized  in  this  report  cover  some  of  the  pests  intercepted  in, 
on,  or  with  plants  and  plant  products  (1)  imported,  (2)  offered  for  but  refused 
entry,  (3)  held  as  ships'  stores,  etc.,  and  hence  not  imported  through  customs, 
(4)  offered  for  entry  for  immediate  export  or  for  immediate  transportation  and 
exportation  in  bond,  and  (5)  in  domestic  shipments  reaching  the  mainland  from 
Ha  waii  and  Puerto  Rico. 

Collections  made  late  in  the  year  are  often  included  in  the  report  for  the  follow- 
ing year,  especially  if  not  determined  immediately.  The  data  on  which  this  paper 
is  based  are  on  file  in  Washington,  D.  C.  In  addition  to  routine  reports  and 
determinations  by  the  personnel  of  this  Bureau,  State  and  customs  officials  furnish 
considerable  information.  Staffs  of  specialists  maintained  by  the  States  of 
California  and  Florida  and  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  determine  most  of  the  inter- 
ceptions made  there,  and  specialists  in  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  determine  a 
large  part  of  the  more  difficult  plant  disease  material. 

The  alleged  origin  of  plant  materials  cannot  be  verified  in  all  cases.  Obviously 
doubtful  items  are  either  omitted  or  the  origin  is  listed  as  unknown. 

NOTES  ON  INSECTS  INTERCEPTED 

FRUTTFLIES 

The  following  fruitflies  were  intercepted:  Anastrepha  distincta  in  Inga  sp.  pod

Mexico,  and  Puerto  Rico,  and  yellow  mombin  and  (larvae  and  puparia)  in  wrap- 
ping around  this  fruit  from  Puerto  Rico;  dark  fruitfly  (A.  serpentina)  in  sapodilla 
from  Colombia,  mamey  and  sapote  from  Mexico,  and  orange  from  unknown 
locality;  .4.  striata  in  guava  from  Mexico;  A.  suspensa  in  bitter  orange  and  guava 
from  Puerto  Rico;  Anastrepha  sp.  in  mango  from  Bahamas,  Haiti,  Panama,  Peru, 
Puerto  Rico,  St.  Lucia,  and  Venezuela,  hog  plum  and  mango  from  Colombia, 
mango  and  Passiflora  sp.  from  Costa  Rica,  guava,  Indian-almond,  mango  and  in 
box  in  which  mangoes  had  been  kept  in  ship's  stores  from  Cuba,  sapodilla  from

peppers  from  Bermuda,  orange  from  Brazil,  avocado,  coffee,  fig,  mango,  and 
pepper  from  Hawaii,  in  tangerine  (puparium)  in  paper  wrapping  for  quince,  and 
(puparia)  in  box  containing  orange,  pomegranates,  sweet  limes,  and  tangerines 
from  Italy  (puparium),  on  paper  wrapping  for  grapefruit  from  Palestine,  and

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orange  from  Portugal  and  Spain;  Ceratitis  sp.  (puparia)  on  paper  wrapping  for 
poach  from  Union  of  South  Africa;  melon  fly  (Dacus  cucurbitae)  in  cucumber  from 
Hawaii;  olive  fruitfly  (D.  oleae)  in  olive  from  Italy  and  (puparium)  in  olive  in 
brine  from  unknown  locality;  Epochra  sp.  in  currant  from  Mexico;  celery  fly 
(Pnifophylla  keraclei)  in  celery  from  Germany;  Uhagoletis  ccrosi  in  cherry  from

INSECTS  OTHER  THAN  FRUITFLIES 

Larvae  of  Agromyza  pinguis  (Agromyzidae)  were  intercepted  in  witloof  leaves 
from  Belgium.  The  citrus  blackfiy  {Aleurocanthus  woglumi)  was  taken  on  a  lime 
leaf  from  the  Bahamas  and  leaves  of  Citrus  sp.  from  Cuba.  Aleyrodes  brassicae 
(whitefly)  arrived  on  cabbage  from  England  and  cabbage  and  cauliflower  from 
Italy.  Anaphothi  ips  orchidii  (thrips)  was  intercepted  on  Anthur  ium  scherzerianum 
from  Japan.  Aster  olscanium  stentae  (Coccidae)  was  found  on  Euphorbia  sp.  from 
the  Union  of  South  Africa.  Boris  lepidii  (Curculionidae)  was  taken  in  horseradish 
roots  from  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics.  Bephrata  cubensis  (Euryto- 
midae)  was  intercepted  in  cherimoya  and  soursop  from  Cuba  and  custard-apple 
and  soursop  from  Puerto  Rico.  Bouhelia  maroccana  (Coccidae)  arrived  with 
cipollino  bulbs  from  Morocco.  The  garlic  weevil  (Brachycerus  algirus)  was  inter- 
cepted in  a  garlic  bulb  from  Italy.  Br  uchidius  alfierii  (Bruchidae)  infested 
Egyptian  clover  from  Czechoslovakia.  Bruchus  tristiculus  was  taken  in  Lathyrus 
spp.  seed  from  Azores,  France,  Italy,  Netherlands,  and  Turkey  and  vetch  from 
Netherlands.  The  turnip  gall  weevil  (Ceutorhynchus  pleurosiigrna)  was  inter- 
cepted in  turnips  from  Algeria,  Denmark,  England,  France,  Italy,  Netherlands 
and  Scotland  and  rutabagas  from  England  and  Netherlands.  The  Asiatic  rice 
borer  (Chilo  simplex)  arrived  with  rice  straw  from  China,  India,  Japan  Manchuria, 
and  the  Philippines.  Conotrachelus  aguocatae  (Curculionidae)  was  found  in 
avocados  from  Mexico.  Epicaerus  cognatus  (Curculionidae)  infested  potatoes 
from  Mexico.  Epinotia  opposita  (Olethreutidae)  was  taken  in  string  beans  from 
Brazil  and  Mexico  and  lima  beans  from  Mexico.  Larvae  of  Epipolaeus  caliginosus 
(Curculionidae)  were  intercepted  in  hop  roots  from  England.  Eurycipitia  vestitas 
(Miridae)  arrived  with  orchids  from  Guatemala.  The  West  Indian  sweetpotato 
weevil  (Euscepes  postfasciatus)  was  taken  in  sweetpotatoes  from  Brazil,  Ecuador, 
Grenada,  Puerto  Rico,  Trinidad,  and  Virgin  Islands  and  yam  from  Jamaica. 
Exosoma  lusitanica  (Chrysomelidae)  was  intercepted  in  cipollino  bulbs  from 
Morocco.  Hemimene  juliana  (Olethreutidae)  was  taken  in  chestnut  from  Italy. 
Laspeyresia  splendana  (Olethreutidae)  was  intercepted  in  an  acorn  from  England 
and  chestnuts  from  Germany,  Italy,  Japan,  Portugal,  Switzerland,  and  Yugo- 
slavia. Leucaspis  cockerelli  (Coccidae)  was  taken  on  sour  limes  from  Dominica, 
and  L.  loewi  was  found  on  a  pine  needle  from  Germany.  Lygaeus  gautemalanus 
(Lygaeidae)  arrived  with  an  orchid  (Cattleya  sp.)  from  Venezuela.  The  East 
Indian  bean  pod  borer  (Maruca  testulolis)  was  intercepted  in  string  beans  from 
Brazil,  Dominican  Republic,  Hawaii,  Japan,  and  Puerto  Rico,  lima  beans  from 
Cuba,  pigeon  pea  from  Puerto  Rico,  and  on  Mauna-loa  from  Hawaii  and  from 
unknown  locality.  Megastigmus  pistaciae  (Callimomidae)  was  taken  with  seed  of 
Pistacio  sp.  from  China  and  in  the  same  host  from  Italy.  Moodna  bisineulla 
(Phvcitidae)  arrived  in  green  corn  on  the  cob  from  Mexico.  Mordellistena 
cottleyona  (Mordellidae)  was  intercepted  in  orchid  leaves  from  Brazil  and  Colom- 
bia. Naupactus  xanthographus  (Curculionidae)  was  found  in  packing  for  grapes 
from  Argentina.  Odonaspis  penicillata  (Coccidae)  infested  bamboo  from  China 
and  Fiji  Islands.  The  yam  weevil  (Palaeopus  costicollis)  was  taken  in  yams  from 
Jamaica  and  the  Philippines.  The  pink  bollworm  (Pectinophora  gossypiella)  was 
intercepted  in  cotton  bolls  from  Antigua  and  Jamaica,  cottonseed  from  Egvpt, 
Ethiopia,  Haiti,  Italy,  Jamaica,  Japan,  Mexico,  and  St.  Kitts,  seed  cotton  from 
Greece  and  Mexico,  cotton  lint  from  Mexico,  (pupa)  in  raw  cotton  from  St.  Kitts, 
cottonseed  in  old  bagging  from  Egypt,  (fragment  of  adult)  in  cotton  capsule  from 
Antigua,  in  wad  of  seed  cotton  of  unknown  origin  used  as  packing  for  earrings  in 
the  mail  from  England,  and  okra  pod  from  the  Virgin  Islands.  A  larva  of  the 
vine  moth  (Polychrosis  botrana)  was  intercepted  on  grape  from  Hungary.  Pseu- 
dococcvs  boninsis  (Coccidae)  was  found  on  sugarcane  f^om  Cuba,  Madeira  Islands, 
and  Mexico.  Psylliodes  chrysocephaln  (Chrysomelidae)  arrived  with  turnips 
from  Denmark,  England,  France,  and  Netherlands  and  with  broccoli  and  mustard 
from  Italy.    The  red-banded  thrips  (Selenothrips  rubrocinctus)  was  taken  on  rose 
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from  Haiti.  Specularius  erythrinae  (Bruchidae)  was  taken  in  seed  of  Erythrina 
sp.  from  Belgian  Congo,  Kenya,  French  Guinea,  and  Union  of  South  Africa. 
The  avocado  seed  moth  (Stenoma  catenifer)  was  intercepted  in  avocados  from 
Canal  Zone,  Ecuador,  Honduras,  and  Mexico.  Ulopa  reticulata  (Cicadellidae) 
arrived  with  heather  from  England  and  Scotland.  The  following  insects  were 
found  in  litter  used  as  packing  for  trees  from  Poland:  Aphthona  ovata,  Cassida 
nobilis,  Lema  cycanella  (Chrysomelidae) ,  and  Rhypardochromus  chiragra 
(Lygaeidae) . 

NOTES  ON  PLANT  DISEASES  INTERCEPTED 

Interceptions  of  plant  diseases  continued  to  include  many  that  are  of  consider- 
able economic  importance.  However,  interceptions  of  citrus  canker  (Bacterium 
citri)  dropped  to  4  for  the  year,  white  pine  blister  rust  (Cronarlium  ribicola)  was 
intercepted  once,  and  citrus  black  spot  (Phoma  citricarpa)  was  intercepted  3  times 
only,  but  lima  bean  scab  (Elsinoe  phaseoli)  was  intercepted  360  times. 

Little  or  nothing  is  known  regarding  the  economic  importance  of  many  of  the 
more  interesting  interceptions.  Attention  is  called  to  some  of  the  diseases  found 
in  each  of  several  groups,  the  pathogens  being  arranged  alphabetically  for  con- 
venient reference  use. 

BACTERIAL  DISEASES 

Citrus  canker  (Bacterium  citri)  was  intercepted  on  lime  from  Java  and  Straits 
Settlements,  on  grapefruit  from  India,  and  on  orange,  origin  unknown,  in 
baggage  from  Canada.  Aplanobacter  michiganense  and  Bacterium  vesicatorium 
continued  to  occur  on  peppers  and  tomatoes  from  Mexico.  Fire  blight  (Bacillus 
amylovorus)  was  found  on  Pyrus  from  Japan,  Bacterium  savastanoi  on  olive  from 
Portugal,  and  several  other  bacterial  diseases  more  or  less  common  in  this  country 
were  found  at  times.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  no  provision  is  made  for 
the  routine  determination  of  bacterial  diseases. 

FUNGOUS  DISEASES

C.  vincae  on  Vinca  from  Bermuda;  Coniothyrium  pyrinum  on  apple  from  Mexico: 
Cylindrosporium  camelliae  on  camellia  from  Japan;  C.  castanicolum  on  chestnut 
from  Japan;  Cytospora  vitis  on  grape  from  Greece;  Diplodia  henriquesiana  on 
orchid  from  Thailand  and  from  Venezuela;  Discosia  pini  on  pine  cone  from 
Germany;  Epicoccum  granulatum  on  Stanhopea  from  Mexico;  Exobasidium 
oxycocci  on  azalea  from  India;  Fusarium  orchidis  on  orchid  from  Guatemala; 
Gloeosporium  coelogynes  on  orchid  from  India;  G.  cymbidii  on  orchid  from  India;

Among  the  fungi  that  were  only  partially  determined  because  they  did  not  seem 
to  fit  species  known  to  occur  on  their  hosts  were  Ascochyta  sp.  or  Stagonospora  sp. 
with  spores  unlike  any  of  the  described  species,  found  on  Vicia  Java  pod  from 
France;  Cercospora  sp.  (no  species  reported  on  host)  on  Chamaesenna  reticulata 
from  Mexico;  Coniothyrium  sp.  (perhaps  C.  oryzae  but  spores  narrower  than  in 
description)  on  rice  hulls  from  Puerto  Rico;  Coryneum  sp.  (no  species  reported  on 
host)  on  Pyracantha  sp.  foliage  from  Canada;  Cryptostictis  sp.  (no  species  reported 
on  host)  on  Brabejum  stellati folium  from  New  Zealand;  Cytospora  sp.  (no  species 
reported  on  orchids)  on  Epidendrum  sp.  from  Mexico;  Cytospora  sp.  (no  species 
reported  on  peonies)  on  Paeonia  moutan  from  Japan;  Diatrypella  sp.  (no  species 
reported  on  host)  on  Polyscias  guilfoylei  from  Bermuda;  Didymella  sp.  (no  species

Sclerotium  sp.  on  Euonymus  yedoensis  from  England;  Tilletia  horrida  on  Oryza 
sativa  from  Netherlands  East  Indies;  Tilletia  sp.  on  Triticum  aestivum  from  Ar- 
gentina: Ustilago  bromivora  on  Bromus  catharticus  from  Argentina;  and  Verticil- 
lium  sp.  on  hulls  of  Oryza  sativa  from  Japan. 

Other  interceptions  of  fungi  were  of  special  interest  because  seldom  found  on 
imported  plant  material,  or  because  on  new  hosts  or  from  new  countries  of  origin 
so  far  as  our  interception  files  were  concerned.  Among  these  interesting  intercep- 
tions were  Albugo  bliti  on  Amaranthus  from  Cuba;  Botryosphaeria  ribis  on  Chryso- 
phyllum  from  Jamaica;  Cercospora  musae  on  Musa  from  Guatemala,  Honduras, 
Trinidad,  and  Venezuela;  Clithris  quercina  on  Quercus  from  Germany;  Colletotri- 
chum  orchidearum  on  several  genera  of  orchids  from  Australia,  British  Honduras, 
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Canal  Zone,  Colombia,  Guatemala,  and  Japan;  Coniothyrium  fuckelii  on  Citrus 
sinensis  from  Italy;  Cytospora  sacchari  on  Saccharum  from  Syria;  Dendrodochium 
cattleyae  on  Cattleya  from  Guatemala;  Elsinoe  australis  on  Citrus  from  Brazil; 
Fabraea  maculata  on  Cydonia  from  Italy  and  Portugal;  Gloeosporium  bidgoodii  on 
Oncidium  from  England  and  Haiti;  G.  cattleyae  on  Cattleya  from  Costa  Rica  and 
Guatemala;  G.  dendrobii  on  Dendrobium  from  the  Philippines;  (r.  leguminum  on 
Prosopis  from  Mexico;  (r.  oncidii  on  Oncidium  from  Colombia;  Helminthosporium 
curvulum  on  Capsicum  from  Cuba;  Macrophoma  oncidii  on  Dendrobium  from  the 
Philippines  and  on  Vanda  from  Thailand;  Marsonia  juglandis  on  Juglans  from 
Yugoslavia;  Phaeoseptoria  oryzae  on  Oryza  from  Puerto  Rico;  Phyllosticta  auers- 
waldii  on  Buxus  from  Netherlands;  P.  hibisci  on  Hibiscus  from  Bermuda;  P. 
saccardoi  on  Rhododendron  from  Germany;  Physalospora  orchidearum  on  genera  of 
orchids  from  Colombia,  Mexico,  and  Thailand;  Puccinia  levis  on  Manisuris  from 
Mexico;  Septoria  betae  on  Peta  from  Mexico;  endiviae  on  Cichorium  from  Italy; 
*S.  lactucae  on  Lactuca  from  Netherlands;  Uredo  oncidii  on  Oncidium  from  Mexico; 
and  Uromyces  limonii  on  Statice  from  France. 

VIRUS  DISEASES 

No  practicable  means  of  detecting  the  presence  of  virus  diseases  in  most  imported 
plant  material  is  known,  but  plants  or  plant  parts  with  characteristic  symptoms 
of  some  virus  trouble  are  offered  for  entry  sometimes.  Mosaic  was  found  on  leeks 
from  Germany  and  on  peppers  and  squashes  from  Mexico,  and  51  interceptions 
of  mosaic  were  made  on  vegetables  from  Cuba.  A  number  of  specimens  of 
spotted  wilt  were  intercepted  in  shipments  of  tomatoes  from  Mexico. 

NEMATODE  INTERCEPTIONS 

Nematode  interceptions  included  Aphelenchoides  demani  on  Convallaria  from 
Netherlands;  A.  fragariae  on  Begonia  from  Yugoslavia,  Convallaria  from  Germany 
and  Netherlands,  and  Iris  from  Netherlands;  A.  hodsoni  on  Narcissus  from 
Europe;  A.  huntii  on  Zingiber  from  Peru;  A.  parietinus  on  various  hosts  from 
Azores,  Bermuda,  Ceylon,  China,  Denmark,  Dominican  Republic,  England, 
Germany,  Japan,  Netherlands,  Paraguay,  and  Portugal;  A.  tenuicaudatus  on 
Dioscorea  from  Jamaica;  Aphelenchus  avenae  on  various  hosts  from  Cuba,  Egypt, 
England,  France,  Italy,  Morocco,  and  Netherlands;  Cephalobus  persegnis  on  various 
plants  from  Bermuda,  England,  Germany,  and  Netherlands;  Ditylenchus  dipsaci 
in  various  hosts  from  Belgium,  England,  France,  Germany,  and  Netherlands,  and 
an  interception  in  garlic  from  Straits  Settlements  which  presumably  originated 
elsewhere  as  D.  dispaci  does  not  occur  in  the  tropics  normally;  D.  intermedins  (?) 
on  Rhynchostylis  from  Ceylon ;  Heterodera  marioni  on  several  unusual  hosts  for  our 
interception  files,  in  material  from  Canada,  Germany,  Japan,  Mexico,  Netherlands, 
South  Africa,  and  Switzerland;  Neocephalobus  peruensis  (description  based  on  this 
material)  on  Zingiber  from  Peru;  and  Rotylenchus  bradys  on  Dioscorea  from 
Jamaica. 

COMMON  PESTS  INTERCEPTED 

Many  pests  known  to  occur  in  this  country  are  intercepted  on  imported  plant 
material.  Doubtless  some  of  these  represent  strains  not  found  here,  but  tests 
to  ascertain  such  status  are  not  practicable.  While  many  of  the  interceptions 
of  some  of  these  common  pests  are  not  reported,  enough  are  recorded  to  give  a 
fairly  representative  sample  of  them.  In  this  summary  of  these  records  the 
numbers  following  the  names  of  the  organisms  indicate  the  number  of  countries 
of  origin  from  which  the  pest  was  intercepted  and  the  total  number  of  intercep- 
tions recorded.

In  addition  to  the  listed  species  of  common  insects,  there  were  3,108  intercep- 
tions belonging  to  677  different  species  which  were  not  deemed  to  be  of  sufficient 
importance  from  the  plant  quarantine  viewpoint  to  warrant  listing  them  by 
species.    Total  of  insects  included  in  this  paragraph,  23,019.

Forty  pathogens  which  are  included  in  the  list  of  common  diseases  for  which  at 
least  some  interceptions  were  recorded  but  which  were  recorded  fewer  than  10  times 
each  during  the  year  were  intercepted  a  total  of  187  times.  Some  additional 
species  which  have  been  included  in  past  lists  were  not  recorded  at  all  during  the 
year. 

Total  recorded  interceptions  of  these  common  diseases,  8,511. 

INCOMPLETELY  DETERMINED  PESTS 

Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  material,  many  of  the  insects  and  plant  diseases 
intercepted  cannot  be  determined  with  accuracy.  Some  of  this  material  has  been 
partially  determined  and  serves  as  the  basis  for  the  brief  notes  that  follow. 

INSECTS 

Of  the  pests  intercepted  a  total  of  162  could  be  determined  to  family,  subfamily, 
or  tribe  only.  A  total  of  4,361  other  lots  of  insect  pests,  determined  to  genus  only, 
were  distributed  among  868  genera.  The  largest  number  of  interceptions  included 
under  anj*  one  of  these  868  genera  is  172  under  Pseudococcus,  which  arrived  from 
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32  countries  on  79  different  hosts.  Under  Agromyza  sp.  there  are  records  of  19 
interceptions  from  10  countries  and  11  hosts.  Under  Aspidiotus  sp.  there  are 
records  of  41  interceptions  from  26  countries  and  38  hosts.  Under  Bruchus  sp. 
there  are  records  of  140  interceptions  from  17  countries  and  7  hosts.  Under 
Curculio  sp.  there  are  records  of  104  interceptions  from  8  countries  and  4  hosts. 
Under  Diatraea  sp.  there  are  records  of  61  interceptions  from  6  countries  and  2 
hosts.  Under  Diaspis  sp.  there  are  records  of  41  interceptions  from  15  countries 
and  14  hosts.  Under  Euxesta  sp.  there  are  records  of  111  interceptions  from  18 
countries  and  20  hosts.  Under  Frankliniella  sp.  there  are  records  of  134  inter- 
ceptions from  9  countries  and  40  hosts.  Under  Gnorimoschema  sp.  there  are 
records  of  87  interceptions  from  1  country  and  3  hosts.  Under  Puto  sp.  there  are 
Tecords  of  24  interceptions  from  3  countries  and  12  hosts.  Under  Taeniothrips  sp. 
there  are  records  of  19  interceptions  from  8  countries  and  11  hosts. 

DISEASES 

Many  of  the  findings  of  Fusarium,  Penicillium,  and  some  other  common  genera 
of  pathogens  are  not  taken  to  the  laboratory  for  determination  and  are  not 
recorded.  However  Fusarium  sp.  was  found  on  1,472  lots  of  material  examined 
during  the  year,  the  number  of  countries  and  geographic  subdivisions  represented 
totaling  75.  Sixteen  other  genera  were  represented  by  more  than  25  collections 
of  undetermined  species.  In  addition,  there  were  numerous  undetermined  virus 
disease  interceptions  in  material  from  Cuba  and  Mexico  particularly.  Forty-eight 
genera  are  represented  by  a  single  undetermined  interception  each,  and  48  others 
by  fewer  than  10  undetermined  interceptions  each.  Interceptions  of  Gloeosporium 
determined  to  genus  only  totaled  218  on  60  hosts  belonging  to  50  genera  and  on 
material  from  35  countries,  every  continent  and  numerous  islands  being  repre- 
sented. Undetermined  interceptions  of  closely  related  genera  were  19  of  Colleto- 
trichum  sp.  on  16  hosts  belonging  to  14  genera  and  from  14  countries  and  10  of 
Vermicularia  sp.  on  6  host  genera  and  species  from  6  countries  of  origin.  Phoma 
sp.  was  intercepted  80  times,  on  28  hosts  belonging  to  22  genera  and  from  20 
countries  of  origin  in  Europe,  Asia,  North  America,  South  America,  and  some 
islands.  The  closely  related  genus  Phyllosticta  was  intercepted  65  times  on  34 
hosts  belonging  to  33  genera  and  from  18  countries  in  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  North 
America,  South  America,  and  various  islands.  Sclerotium  sp.  was  intercepted  29 
times  on  16  hosts  belonging  to  14  genera  and  from  13  countries  in  Europe,  Asia, 
Australia,  North  America,  South  America,  and  some  islands.  One  hundred  and 
twenty-five  genera  are  included  in  this  group  of  incompletely  determined  patho- 
gens.   Total  of  these  interceptions,  4,685. 

ENTOMOGENOUS  FUNGI 

Entomogenous  fungi  reported  as  found  in  the  course  of  the  inspection  work 
included  Aschersonia  cubenis  on  unknown  host  on  grapefruit  from  Puerto  Rico; 
Aschersonia  sp.  on  palm  leaf  from  Mexico;  Cephalosporium  lecanii  on  Coccus 
viridis  on  coffee  from  Haiti  and  Jamaica  and  on  gardenia  from  Cuba,  and  on 
Coccus  sp.  on  Jamaica  apple  from  Cuba  and  on  sour  lime  from  Bahamas;  Enio- 
mophthora  sp.  on  Pseudococcus  citri  on  cacao  from  Jamaica;  Metarrhizium  aniso- 
phiae  on  Coleoptera  pupae  from  Honduras;  Myriangium  duriaei  on  Lepidosaphes 
beckii  on  grapefruit  from  Cuba  and  on  unknown  hosts  on  lime  from  Mexico  and 
orange  from  Trinidad,  Nectria  diploa  on  Chrysomphalus  aonidum  on  grapefruit 
from  Bahamas  and  Cuba,  on  C.  dictyospermi  on  mango  from  Haiti,  on  Lepido- 
saphes beckii  on  grapefruit  from  Bahamas,  British  Honduras,  and  Cuba,  on  orange 
from  Cuba  and  Jamaica  and  on  tangerine  from  Cuba;  Sphaerostilbe  aurantiicola 
on  unknown  host  on  lime  from  Mexico:  and  VerticUlium  heterocladwn  on  Trialeu- 
rodes  sp.  on  Anthurium  sp.  from  Trinidad.
